Ohio and the nominee of the .Demo- 
cratic party in the 1920 eleclion, nas 
'this precedent to look upon. 


Analyzing the chances of the form- 


er Ohio governor, one must take into 
consideration the fact that-he-was the 
victim in 1920 of an-unusual situation. 
Thousands, indeed millions of voters, 
w ho were anxious to register a protest 
against the .Wilson 
administratipn 


and its policies, had nothing particu- 
lar against Mr. Cox. Indeed there are 
many Democrats who will admit that 
almost anyone nominated on the Dem- 
ocratic ticket in 1920 would have been 
beaten decisively. 


PROHIBITION POLICY 


On the side of Mr." Cox is the ar- 


gument that he Has already borne 
the brunt of one campaign and that 
i' anybody is deserving of a second 
nomination for party service, it is he. 
Mr. Cox was nominated at San Fran- 
cisco through the aid of the Demo- 
cratic state organization in New York.

Port Stanley, Out.—The body of 


Lieutenant L. J. Roth, pilot of the 
ill-fated United States navy balloon. 
A-669S, was found In the basket of 
the 
airship 
fourteen 
miles south- 


southwest of here -Monday forenoon. 


The basket, for •which a vain search 


had been made by airplanes, flying 
boats, and other agencies, for three 
days, was picked up by a fishing boat 
commanded by Captain George Wil- 
son of Port Stanley. 


Xo trace was found of Lieutenant 


T. N. Null. Lieutenant Roth's aide. 
The basket was towed into this port 
by Captain Wilson and. with the 
body, was temporarily placed in a 
fish house in charge of the police. 


Evidence that Lieutenant Roth died 


of exposure was seen in the fact that 
his head and shoulders were hanging 
over the edge of the basket. 
Identi- 


fication was established by a laundry 
mark "L. J. R." en his underwear. 
A ring on the third finger of his left 
hand contained a red stone. 


SECOXD BODY FOUND 


Windsor, Ont.—A body believed to 


be that of Lieutenant T. B. Null, the 
second. missing American baloonist. 
•who disappeared with Lieutenant L. 
J. Roth in the. illfated balloon A-669S. 
was found Monday in Lake Erie off 
Point Pelee near Leamington. 


The body was discovered shortly 


after that of Lieutenant Roth was 
picked up in the barket of the balloon 
14 miles off Port .Stanley, where the 
big bag fell into the lake.

contract to replace one that expired 
'August 31. anthracite coal mine workers 
are expected to present them to the oper- 
ators in the next few days and later it is 
expected the making of a new agree- 
ment will be entrusted to a small joint 
committee representing both. But. a "hews 
dispatch, from Scranton says, "little prog- 
ress in the negotiations is expected before 
'August l.': or "within a month of the 
time the present contract ends. "Whether 
or not there is to be a suspension of work, 
if a pact is not decided on by August 
31. has been left to the judgment of the 
miners' scale committee. In the past the 
policy frequently has been one of no con- 
tract, no work, but maybe that will 
change. Better yet would be the draft- 
ing and signing^of an agreement, fair to 
all. including the people, before the al-x 
ternative is presented. 


' ,v -Interminable delays, which seem to 


have a 'special affinity for coal crisis. 
have about reached the limit as far as 
public patience is concerned. First an- 


. nouncements on the anthracite situation 


do not hold out hope of reform in that 
direction. A whole month win elapse, so 
it is said, before the contending parties 
really get down to business in arriving at 
a solution. If this is what must always 
result under the" machinery of negotia- 
tion that miners and operators have 
evolved, there is something wrong with it. 
Fuel consumers have a strong suspicion on 
that point and conclusive evidence is need- 
ed to dispel it. 
The anthracite tamers 


and operators have a fine opportunity to 


- make a beginning. 


Public interest would bs served by that 


course, or ought to be. if the" motives of 
employer and employe in a great basic 
industry measure up to the standard that 
should 
prevail. Unfortunately selfish- 


ness, rather than enlightened self-inter- 
est, too often has ruled. If the present 
case the operators may think they stand 
to gain by nursing along a feeling of un- 
certainty as to the result as long as they 
can. That, in itself, creates a market sit- 
uation in which already high prices not 
only are maintained, but may be sent far- 
ther skyward.

port of entry the ships await the start- 
ing gun. 
Then it becomes a case of the 


first ashore. 
The point has often been 


made that it would be much better for 
the foreigners and for America if the 
weeding out process took place on the na- 
tive soil of those who seek admission. 
There should be some method by which 
only those who are qualified would be 
permitted to make the voyage. Once 
aboard and passed by representatives of 
our government they would be assured of 
the right to land when the ocean was 
crossed. It probably isxtrue that as 
many desirables-will be sent back home 
as were landed and that many who did ' 
get by the immigration bar were by no 
means as fit for Americanization as hun- 
dreds whose recollection of the Statue of 
Liberty will be a backward look.

report does not signify that Sam or Dorothy isn't 
getting the best of bread and butter in ample 
amounts. There Is more malnutrition among the 
children of the well to do or wealthy classes than 
there is among children of the poor. 
So^ nobody 


need resent the imputation that a child is not "well 
nourished." Dr. William R. P. Emerson, who estab. 
lished the first nutrition class for poorly nourished 
school children, noticed early in his study,of malnu- 
trition that the families had sufficient food for good 
nourishment but 'the malnourished chiid perhaps 
omitted certain essential foods from his diet or hSd 
formed bad food habits. Later he found that even 
the poor families consumed too large a proportion 
of the more expensive foods and that it; was fre- 
quently possible to teach the mother how to care 
, better for her family with less money. I'll admit 
I there's more truth than poetry in that, but I must 
stick to my poetry here. 
Emerson ("Nutrition and Growth In Children, 


published by D. Appleton & Co.) finds that some of 
the factors formerly assumed to'be responsible for 
malnutrition are really of no importance—such as 
bad heredity. cor.K*i>tHl syphilis, latent tuberculosis 
and self abuse. No greater proportion of any large 
group of malnourished children react to the Wasser- 
man test (for eyclJlis) or the Von Pirquet test (for 
latent tuberculosis) than of a similar group of well 
nourished children.
